rev o lutio n was o pened to public 
scrutiny to day with hearings o n 
the applicatio n o f co tto n tex tile 
makers to regulate ho urs and 
wages. 
The pro po sed co de o f fair co m­ 
petitio n, submitted under the 
industrial reco v ery act by mo re 
than two -thirds o f the co tto n 
tex tile 
o perato rs, 
represented 
the first widespread attempt o f 
the 
go v ernment 
to 
regulate 
wages within priv ate industry . 
It represented, also , the first 
o pen agreement aipo ng manu­ 
facturers since the passage o f 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Because o f the supreme im­ 
po rtance which he attached to 
this first hearing Hugh S. J o hn­ 
so n, natio nal reco v ery admin­ 
istrato r, cho se himself to preside 
and interpret the legislatio n.

P. Mo rgan and co mpany , 
the senate banking co mmittee 
intended in the nex t few day s to 
rev iew ev idence co llected fro m 
the innermo st files o f the Kuhn, 
Lo b firm during mo nths o f pre­ 
liminary inquiry . 
And summo ned as the first 
witness was the central figure o f 
the inquiry , better kno wn to the 
public as an art patro n than as 
a banker—Otto H. Kahn. Two 
partners, Geo rge W. Bo v enizer 
and Benjamin J . Buttenwieser, 
were to share the witness stand 
with Kahn. 
Near the to p o f a mass o f ev i­ 
dence -were the balance sheet, 
sho wing the firm’s financial set­ 
up, and the partnership agree­ 
ment under which it o perates. 
Further do wn were facts bear­ 
ing o n inco me tax es and do cu­ 
ment after do cument dealing 
with Kuhn, Lo eb and co mpany ’s 
flo tatio n o f securities. 
Ferdinand Peco ra, co mmittee 
co unsel, anno unced the present 
inquiry wo uld deal chiefly with 
do mestic sto ck and bo nd issues 
and tha t he was leav ing fo r the 
fall a study o f fo reign financing 
no t o nly by Kuhn, Lo eb, but by 
Mo rgan and o thers. 
There was an atmo sphere o f 
suspense abo ut the o pening o f

eliminated Puerto Rico and Ha­ 
waii as

SALES TAX LAW 
UPHELD IN TALK 
BY STATE HEAD 


F r o m P a c e O ne 
president a rising v ote of thanks 
and a rou nd of applau se in ap­ 
preciation 
of 
his serv ices 
as 
president for the past twelv e 
months. 
Mr. Jackson was introdu ced by 
William Woodward of Shelby ­ 
v ille, formerly of this city , who 
is now employ ed in the state 
gross sales tax departm ent. 
Mr. Jackson at the ou tset of 
his rem arks said th a t the money 
collected as tax es in Indiana was 
being redu ced, becau se in 19 31 
the state tax bill was $144,000,- 
000 and this y ear it was ex pect­ 
ed only $9 5,000,000 wou ld be col­ 
lected. 
He pointed ou t th a t the in­ 
equ ality of the property tax had 
alway s been debated and th a t 
now it is recognized th a t a m an 
may own a lot of property and 
still not be wealthy . It is esti­ 
m ated, the speaker said, th a t 
200,000 people will pay tax es u n­ 
der this new law who nev er paid 
tax es before. He predicted th at 
the law will be popu lar when u n­ 
derstood. Ev ery body and ev ery 
bu siness m u st pay , he declared. 
Mr. Jackson referred to the 
well known fact th a t cou ntless 
nu m bers of men in cities earn­ 
ing from $5,000 to $10,000 had 
nev er paid any tax and wou ld 
now be compelled to pay one per 
cent on their salaries. 
He pointed to the absolu te ne­ 
cessity of the law, holding th a t 
another form of tax ation wou ld 
hav e to be created if it were not 
kept in force. 
Mr. 
Jackson 
asserted 
th a t 
state ex penses were being cu t — 
th at there were 1100 less em ­ 
ploy es in the state hou se at re­ 
du ced salaries. 
The tax adm inistrator showed 
th a t Ru sh cou nty wou ld receiv e 
$6 2,400 as its share of the gross 
sales tax rev enu e on the basis 
of $6 00 for ev ery school teacher, 
the equ iv alent of a tax rate of 
34 cents. 
The speaker said th a t new law 
offered the greatest problem for 
the retailer, of any grou p a f­ 
fected. 
He stated th a t the depart­ 
m ent was u sing the best from 
the commercial world in prepar­ 
ing 
to 
handle 
the 
immense 
am ou nt of money th a t will begin 
coming in after Ju ly 1. 
He pointed to the v alu e of the 
reorganized state gov ernm ent in 
enabling the tax departm ent to 
u tilize the cou nty au to branches 
and the field ex am iners of the 
state board of accou nts in car­ 
ry ing on their collections.

New York, president of the cot- 
ton-tex tile institu te; T. M. M ar- 
chant of Greenv ille, Sou th C ar­ 
olina, president of the American 
Cotton M anu factu rers’ associa­ 
tion, representing sou thern mills, 
and Robert Amory of Nashu a, 
New Hampshire, speaking for 
the northern plants. 
Awaiting 
its tu rn, labor had 
spokesmen ready . 
There were 
indications 
t h a t 
opposition 
wou ld be presented to the m in­ 
imu m wage scale prov ided in the 
agreem ent. 
For northern mills this scale 
was placed at $11 for a 40 hou r 
work week and in the sou th $10. 
No worker wou ld be perm itted to 
work more th an 40 hou rs, and 
produ ctiv e m achinery cou ld be 
operated only two 40 hou r shifts 
a week. 
In addition, 
as requ ired 
by 
law, 
t h e 
agreem ent 
granted 
workers the right to bargain col­ 


lectiv ely and to organize in any 
m anner they chose. 
Leaders of the indu stry at a 
m eeting last night sou ght to iron 
ou t some rem aining difficu lties 
prior to the hearing. 
These centered on elim ination 
of child labor and modification 
of the stretch-ou t sy stem u nder 
which there is no lim it to the 
nu m ber of m achines a worker 
may be compelled to attend. This 
has been regarded by labor as 
the ou tstanding weakness of the 
code su bm itted by the m anu fac­ 
tu rers. 
O perators were reported 
re­ 
ceptiv e to a modification of the 
sy stem. 
The opening of the hearing 
threw directly into action one of 
the 
greatest 
emergency 
m a­ 
chines ev er created by the gov ­ 
ernm ent, with its goal the rais­ 
ing of 
wages and 
pu rchasing 
power, and the general stabiliza­ 
tion of indu stry . 
O ther m ajor and m inor indu s­ 
tries are working u pon 
codes 
which Johnson ex pects to 
be 
presented in time to make the 
hearings a continu ou s process 
from now on. 
In the fu tu re one of six dep­ 
u ty adm inistrators will preside 
ov er the hearings. On one side of 
him will sit a representativ e of 
big bu siness, who will scan the
